The tenant may give notice of an1.12

intention to quit the premises of either the time period provided in the lease for the tenant1.13

to give the notice or the time period provided in the lease for the landlord to give notice of1.14

an intention to quit or a notice of a rent increase.1.15

Subd. 3. Landlord notice requirements. The landlord may not give notice of an1.16

intention to quit the premises or notice of a rent increase that is shorter than the time1.17

period the lease provides for the tenant to give notice of an intention to quit.1.18
